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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



2. Claims 1 , 2, 4, 21 , 22 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being 
anticipated by Pottorff (6,148,710). This rejection was made in the previous Office 
Action (mailed 7/27/05). This rejection remains in effect. Please see Response to 
Arguments below. 



Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 10/31/05 with respect to the rejections involving the 
"Pottorff' reference have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant 
has amended claims 1 and 21 to include the new limitation of "the zig-zagged cross 
section producing a Z shaped cut on the cap". Applicant then argues that this feature 
distinguishes the instant claims over the prior art Pottorff. The Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. The new limitation is an intended use of the blade ("producing a Z-shaped 
cut on the cap"). It defines the blade based on what it does - not on what it is. In 
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addition, Applicant appears to be attempting to define the blade based on a feature of 
another element that is not actually part of the claimed device (i.e. the cap). Therefore, 
the Examiner believes that Pottorff still meets the limitations of rejected claims 1 and 21 . 
While it is true that Pottorff limits the movement of the puncher in a longitudinal 
direction, there is nothing that prevents the user from moving the cap during use to 
produce a Z-shaped cut on the cap. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 5-1 0 and 25-30 are allowed. 

5. Claim 23 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter. In claim 25, applicant has claimed an piercing apparatus comprised of a 
piercing blade having a longitudinal axis and zigzagged cross section, an alignment arm 
comprised of a carriage assembly for moving the blade along a longitudinal axis, an 
alignment block, and a latch assembly for latching the alignment block when the 
piercing blade is withdrawn. Claim 5 contains these features as well as a means for 
driving the carriage assembly. The Examiner did not find prior art which contained or 
suggested this combination of features.
